On March 24, 
she asserts, her sister and brother- 
in-law forced her to stand upright 
without support or rest from 10 
p. m. until 5 a. m. One of the fav- 
orite forms of torture, she claims, 
•was to prevent her from sleeping 
and that only three nights during 
her residence with them was she 
permitted unbroken rest. She added 
that on May 14, last, the Janiceks 
took her into the yard, tied a rope 
about her feet and with a pulley 
pulled her entirely off the ground, 
head downward, and permitted her 
to remain in this position until she 
lost consciousness.

iS regrettable that the principals engaged in ne- 
gotiations to smooth out differences over the 


conditions embraced in the water rights granted the 
Sutherland and Columbus projects would permit the 
discussion to take on the hue of a newspaper con- 
troversy, through the exchange of letters and tele- 
grams. 


Here are two men within easy reach of a .tele- 


phone, and if there are differences of a serious na- 
ture, what would be more sensible than that the gov- 
ernor of a sovereign state should talk with the ad- 
ministrator of pvblic works in the effort to reconcile 
different view points? Perhaps that has been done, 
but if that is so, it is ,one phase of the controversy 
which has escaped the eagle-eyed newshawks and the 
public generally. And the slow process of exchang- 
ing letters goes on. apparently leading nowhere. 
There are limitations to letter writing, to telegrams, 
and to telephone conversations, even, especially when 
divergent views are entertained, but we believe both 
Governor Bryan and Administrator Ickes would feel 
better about it if they talked to each other privately, 
instead of addressing each other publicly. There is 
nothing in the way of dignity which prevents the 
governor from choosing this route; or for that mat- 
ter, no reason why Mr. Ickes should not waive for- 
malities. There is no reason in the world why the 
governor, if he feels there are certain reasons for 
sticking to the exact conditions he put in the per- 
mits, and the exact language he used, should not 
send his own representatives to Washington without 
delay to make his position, and the reasons back of 
it, plain. 


With all the opportunity to arrive at an under- 


standing, there is no reason why a controversy should 
drag out interminably. 


Haven't the people of Nebraska as a whole, more 


particularly the people within those regions where 
the projects are located, a superior interest? 
These 


projects are deserving. They are vitally important 
to the state. They represent the expenditure of large 
sums of money at a time when such outlays will be 
of infinite value in reviving business, in putting idle 
men to work, in enabling those men who now must 
rely upon relief to regain their status as self-sup- 
porting, independent, and reliant citizens. 
That is 


the stake of the people of Nebraska, it is foremost

DESTROYING THE MARKET.

IEUTENANT GOVERNOR KRASCHEL of Iowa 


told a congressional committee Friday that "72 


per cent of hogs and 52 per cent of calves are sold 
direct to the packers of the country. It is to be pre- 
sumed that the Hawkeye official 
had his 
figures 


straight, and this being true, a great part of the 
depression in the livestock industry is accounted for. 
The farmer has been stealing 
from himself 
and 


handing the fruits of such larceny over to the 
processors. 


It is the strangest thing in the world that live- 


stock producers cannot understand that by with- 
holding their animals from the competitive markets 
they are depressing the prices of their output and 
thereby depriving themselves of money which would 
otherwise be theirs. It is true that the prices paid 
by packers in their direct buying are based on those 
paid at the terminal markets, but if the processors 
have by direct buying approximately as many ani- 
mals on hand as they care for. it can be readily seen 
that the markets at the terminals will be down, and 
those in the country will follow suit. 


The packers have studiously sought .to inculcate 


the idea that the fight against direct buying is mere- 
ly one between themselves and the commission men, 
but this is camouflage intended to cover the real 
facts in the case. By dividing the territory and do- 
ing their buying in the country, the processors are 
able to practically control the market, and although 
they base the prices paid to the direct seller on those 
paid at the terminals, the latter are not natural, but 
synthetic; the result of lack of competition in bidding 
by those who want and must have animals. 


If direct selling is to increase, which is unthink- 


able, the time may come when the 
competitive 


markets are entirely destroyed. And should that oc- 
cur the producer of livestock would be entirely at the 
mercy of the packer, compelled to accept whatever 
the latter saw fit to pay. It would not be so bad if 
only those who are destroying the market were to 
suffer through their short sightedness, but the whole 
industry would be in the same condition. It is on 
this account that congress should take action. 


all, and it is a heavy one.

ANSWER. 


Your query is pertinent since it 
is useless to pretend that the pres- 
ent membership of these bodies is 
wholly satisfactory. 
An 
efficient 


deliberative and legislative assem- 
bly whether at Washington or else- 
where should be composed of dele- 
gates sufficiently informed to act 
in behalf of the entire state or na- 
tion, as the case may be, and not 
for some particular part as against 
the whole. 
Because local interests 
have in 
many instances 
superseded 
those 


of the nation 
congress itself has 


ceased to be in the true sense a 
national body, and has become a 
conglomerate of groups bargaining 
for their respective constituencies 
often to the detriment of nation- 
al welfare. 
It must also be borne in mind 
that a really representative cham- 
ber whether of the states or the 
nation, should brook no interfer- 
ence with a clear mandate for new 
policies as decreed by the elector- 
ate. 
Nondemocratic second cham- 
bers or bureaus have no priority 
here, still less have lobbyists active 
in behalf of various financial or 
industrial groups. 
Obviously, the personal character 


and qualifications of the legisla- 
tors themselves are at the root of 
the whole question and determine 
the value of their action. Unless 
able citizens 
hitherto indifferent 
to politics or unwilling to forego 
the gains of private business enlist 
for the public service it will con- 
tinue to languish. In saying this 
I am fully aware of the excellent 
and able men identified with our 
legislative groups and of 
their 
splendid contributions to politica 
life. They are not recognized as 
they should be by critics who ban 
on the manifest shortcomings ol 
congressional 
procedure, 
for not- 
withstanding its 
drawbacks

The 
worst effect of alcohol is not its im- 
mediate effect whether that be un- 
duly stimulating or poisonous, but 
the tendency which it shares with 
other narcotic dnigs to cause addic- 
tion, a chemical state of the body In 
which the tissues demand a continu- 
ous supply of the substance. 


The social results of these facts 
are m&oy. Of patients admitted to 
mental hospitals for the first time 
of alcoholic mental disease, in only 
about 13 per cent can the drink 
habit be attributed to an antecedent 
abnormal mental state. About 10 
per cent of all first admissions to 
mental disease hospitals in the Unit- 
ed States were for alcoholic mental 
diseases. 


The death rate from alcoholism 
has been debated and disputed, but 
it is probable that somewhere to the 
neighborhood 
of 40 per 100.000 


deaths in the United States are due 
to alcoholism. When alcohol con- 
sumption falls there is a reduction 
in mortality from various conditions 
affected by the alcohol habit, such 
as pneumonia-, diseases of the diges- 
tive system, suicide and accidents. 


There really seems to be very lit- 
tle to be said in favor of the use of 
alcohol, but human nature being 
what it te. not particularly logical, 
its use will probably continue. Ac- 
cording to the book I have been 
quoting which is published for use 
in schools, in the chapter entitled 
"Conditions for a Permissible Use 
of Alcoholic Beverages," it is said 
-Alcohol can be so moderately used 
as to cause little or no direct harm 
to the body and mind of the user, 
and without damage to others or to 
the user's progeny." 
Such an ideal state .however, is a 
difficult one to attain, although if it 
is the user and the oommunitT are 
probably better off for the artifici- 
ally produced qualities of content- 
ment and corr-fort which result to 
the user. 


Finally, it should be said that al- 
cohol is not essential to the health 
of any normal person, whatever his 
age. or to the normal functioning 01 
his life's processes.

Upwards of $17,000 has been real- 
ized already by the state of Ne- 
braska from the sale of new leases 
on state school lands under rcap- 
praisements made during the last 
few months, after cancellation and 
forfeiture of the old leases because 
of delinquency 
in payments 
by 
those who held them. 
Deputy Land Commissioner Wehn 
gave out figures Saturday showing 
that satisfactory bids have jeen re- 
ceived for 29.831 acres, out of a total 
Of 66.000 acres under forefeiture. 
and that contracts will be executed 
with the persons making these of- 
fers. who are now entitled by law 
to occupy and use them. 
The total appraisement rn the 
lands for which bids have beeu ac-

Per Cent is Found 


Exempt. 


Twenty-seven per cent of the 
total valuation of Lancaster coun- 
ty property was exempt from taxa- 
tion in 1933, Deputy County Asses- 
sor J. R. C. Miller announced Sat- 
urday. The aggregate value of the 
property exempted from 
taxation 
was $48.836,863, the deputy asses- 
sor said. 
t 
Miller made his announcement in 
connection with a circular chart he 
las prepared, which shows that 
the percentage of property exempt- 
ed is much greater than the total 
value of all personal property on 
which taxes are assessed. 
Person- 
al property taxed accounts for only 
19.8 
per cent of the whole valua- 


personal property was $35,396,030. 


Real estate on which taxes are 
evied account for 53 per cent of 
the whole, the value of taxable 
real estate being given as $95,200,- 
600. 


On another similar chart. Mr. 


Miller shows that the city of Lin- 
coln, including banks and building 
and loan companies, paid $1,816,- 
172.38 taxes last year to the coun- 
ty treasurer's office, of which $329,- 
296.20 was personal and $1,487,676 
real. This includes all taxes ex- 
cept those for the city of Lincoln 
which are paid at the city hall 
Taxes paid by railroads, telephone, 
and express companies through 
;he county office totaled $216,C58. 
Mr. Miller had 
divided 
rural 
property in two parts to get a com- 
jarison between taxes paid in the 
:ast and the west halves of the 
county. The dividing line is the 
Twenty-seventh street road.

formal license had not been re- 
ceived here. 
M. N. Lawritson, manager of the 
Lincoln Non-Stock Milk Producers 
association, said that the co-op's 
officers have been watching the 
mails for several days for the 
document. 
Lawritson said that if the license 


conforms to a draft he has seen, 
the retail price of milk here prob- 
ably will be stabilized permanently 
at the current price of 9 cents. 
The minimum price fixed In the 
licensing agreement is understood 
to be 7 and 8 cents respectively lor 
different qualities of milk, but the 
minimum price to be paid farm- 
ers probably will cause dairies to 
continue to charge 9 cents, Lawrit- 
son declared. 


Heggen Administrator. 


The A. P. dispatch says that A. 
N. Heggen, formerly administrator 
of the Omaha milk agreement, has 
been appointed administrator of 
the Lincoln and Sioux City, la., 
territories. Sioux City's license is 
reported as identical with the one 
prescribed for Lincoln. 
The Lincoln co-op had urged the 


appointment 
of Lawritson or a 
dairy professor at the University of 
Nebraska as administrator. E. L. 
Reickart, assistant professor of 
dairy husbandry at the "University 
of Nebraska who was offered the 
post, declined. 
Under the reported terms of the 


license, farmers will receive a min- 
imum price of 45 cents per pound 
of butterfat in milk sold as class 1, 
or fluid milk. As the prices for 
competing manufactured milk pro- 
ducts increase it will be possible to 
increase this price, the farm ad- 
ministration declared. 
The price for class 2 milk, that 
sold as cream, was set at the aver- 
age monthly quotation for Chicago 
carlot standard butter plus 20 per- 
cent, plus 5 cents per pound but- 
terfat. The class 3 price for sur- 
plus milk was set at the average 
Chicago 
carlot standard butter 
price plus 4 cents per pound but- 
ter fat. 


OMAHA. March 
17—OP>—A. N. 
Heggen. federal code administrator 
for the Omaha milk market, today 
declined to comment on the possi- 
bility of his being made administra- 
tor for the Lincoln district as he 
signed licenses for the market there 
and at Sioux City. Heggen's ap-

Milk association.

Chicago and thence to the Im- 
perial valley district of California, 
where he will represent laborers in 
the fruit district in their efforts 
to obtain better living conditions, 
h3 announced. He plans to return 
here in about two weeks to con- 
tinue the fight on behalf of Lux 
and Burleigh. 


Bryan Explains Refusal. 
Governor Bryan explained Satur- 
day morning that his refusal to re- 
ceive a delegation of persons who 
called at his office Friday was be- 
cause their mission was to ask a 
respite or pardon for Lux and Bur- 
leigh, which he had no authority 
to grant. 
The report that the party wished 
to talk over mortgage moratorium 
matters was incorrect, the gover- 
nor declared.

case by the full board. 
This particular case, the governor 
said, involves a jail sentence, with 
which the pardon board does not 
customarily concern itself, its 
sphere being more particularly to 
deal with inmates of the state's 
penal and corrective institutions.
